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5. With respect to the rejection of claims 1, 23-37, 43 and 47 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, applicant argues that where no express description of a generic invention is to be 
found in the specification mention of representative compounds may provide an implicit 
description upon which to base generic language, i.e. a description of species that in the aggregate 
amounts to a description of the genus. There is no description of representative compounds or 
species that provide an implicit description of an aromatic-containing polyester prepared from an 
aromatic alcohol and an aliphatic acid encompassed by the language aromatic-containing 
polyester. 

With respect to the rejection of claims 1 and 19-47 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Miller, the claimed adhesive differs form the exemplified adhesives of the 
reference in that an aromatic-containing polyester having a molecular weight (MJ of at least 8000 
is required. The motivation to add a polyester having a molecular weight of at least 8000 to the 
exemplified adhesives of the reference is the teaching that the adhesive can have a preferred 
molecular weight as high as 10,000 and that a combination of polyesters can be used. Therefore, 
it would have been obvious to add an aromatic-containing polyester having a molecular weight of 
at least 8000 to the exemplified adhesives of the references or to prepare the adhesives of the 
reference using two aromatic-containing polyesters, one having a molecular weight of slightly less 
than 8000 and one having a molecular weight of at least 8000, in order to obtain the higher 
molecular weight adhesives. References are not limited to their examples.
